Freeporters have pledged $44,- 
751.07 toward the South Nassau 
Communities Hospital’s $1,250,000 
expansion campaign, Mrs. Gordon 
F. Waaser, associate chairman for 
the village, reported at a progress 
meeting held ' In the South Side 
High School auditorium in Rock¬ 
ville Centre, Thursday night. -Ex¬ 
cept for Rockville Centre’s $91,590- 
.16, this was by far the largest am¬ 
ount reported by any community. 

The . grand total reported was 
$383,670.00 an increase of more 
than $109,000 over the first report 
meeting held on October 24 accord- 
.ing-to- an - announcement-made by 
Theodore J. Bourgungnon, general 
campaign chairman. 

The hospital development pro¬ 
gram will cost a minimum of $1,250,- 
000 and will increase the bed capa¬ 
city from 98 to. 207. This is the 
first campaign the hospital has 
conducted in 22 years. The institu¬ 
tion is a non-profit corporation 
operated by a Board of directors 
comprised of 4 8 representative 
citizens who serve without pay. In 
addition to this service each board 
member must pay annual dues 
which go to the charity fund.

. Issues Report on Study , 
In Three-state Areas 

•Freeport is included in a 85-page 
illustrated report entitled “Munici¬ 
pal Offstreet Parking^' just Issued 
by the Regional Plan Association, 
Inc. It gives details of the dramtic 
postwar growth of municipal off- 
street parking systems, in. the New 
York-New Jexsey-Connectdcut Meft- 
ropolitan Region. 

The Association ' estimates there 
are almost three million automobiles 
in the metropolitan area. “Before 
the riders in these cars can become 
customers they must first become 
pedestrians. Progressive commun- 
ltiea have awakened to the.fact that 
a place to park cars is essential in 
this process,^ 'said Frederick P. 
Clark, planning director of the as¬ 
sociation. 

Summarizing some of the high¬ 
lights of the Association’s detailed 
survey of 84 municipalities, M. 
Clark said, that (1) most municipal 
offstreet parking faculties are free: 
(2) most municipal offstreet park¬ 
ing areas have no time limits on 
use; (3) land t costs for municipal 


parking fields have varied from ..a 
low of 6 cents per square foot to a 
high of *66 per square foot to. a 
average cost of $L0B;. (4) where fees 
are charged for municipal parking, 
the most favored rates are 5 cents 
per hours and 3 cents, for 2 hours; 
and (5) where time limits - are set 
on municipal parking, the moat , us¬ 
ual time limits are 3 or 4 hours. ■ 

. “As a result of our study,” MT. 
Clark continued, ~the Association 
has arrived. at the following con¬ 
clusions: (I) convenient parking at¬ 
tracts customers; (2) commuter 
railroad' stations must continue to. 
provide parking sptee;-,;(3> stores 
should provide direct access from 
interior, block parking.areas to their 
chops; (4) ample loading and un¬ 
loading space should be provided at 
the rear of the stores in this park¬ 
ing area'; and (5) parking areas 
should be landscaped to prevent un¬ 
sightliness.
